Subject; —Export of Handloom fabrics of the variety commonly known as 
‘Bleeding Madras’ 

No. 17-ETC(PN)/65.—Attention Is invited to Public Notice No. 10-ETC(PN)/ 
fi5, issued by the Ministry of Commerce, New Delhi, in the Gazette of India 
Extraordinary, dated the 6th December, 1965 on the subject noted almve. 

2. Established Exporters of “Bleeding Madras’ who have completed the ship¬ 
ment against the quota allotted to them for the current year will also be el^ble 
lor additional quotas within the limited ceilings fixed for Newcomers. They 
should also register their firm contracts with the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, Madras or The Licensing Authorities at the other ports, with docu¬ 
ments showing firm contracts covered by Letters of Credit. On such registration, 
the Licensing authorities wiU issue the necessary quotas to these Establishea 
Exporters. The issue of quotas will be stopped as soon as the limited ceiling is 
reached. 

3. All existing stipulations of floor and ceiling prices, pre-shipment inspection 
and other regulations for export of “Bleeding Madras’ Fabrics will also apply to 
these additional quotas.
